P.  R.  R.,  thirty  miles  from  Philadelphia,  sixty  miles  from  New  York,  and 
two  miles  from  Trenton,  New  Jersey.  Carriages  can  always  be  obtained 
from  the  stations  in  Trenton.  To  get  to  the  Nursery  from  Trenton,  cross  the 
Delaware  River  over  the  Bridge-street  bridge  and  continue  out  Bridge  street, 
one  and  a-half  miles  westward  toward  Fallsington. 

THROUGH  FREIGHT  RATES  from  Trenton  to  all  principal  cities  north, 
south,  east  and  west,  via  Pennsylvania,  Reading,  or  Lehigh  Valley  Railroads. 
Also,  water  transportation  to  Philadelphia  and  New  York.  All  goods  will 
be  delivered  to  the  railroad  or  steamboat  in  good  condition,  after  which  they 
are  entirely  at  the  risk  of  the  purchaser.  Should  any  loss  or  delay  occur  to 
goods  in  transit,  the  forwarding  company  alone  must  be  held  accountable  and 
responsible.  Packing  is  done  in  first-class  manner,  and  charged  for  at  cost 
of  material  used.
